Hughes’ Report to Senate. 

In making a report to the Senate 
in March, 1920, in response to a res- 
olution requesting information with 
regard to restrictions imposed on 
American citizens in prospecting, 
acquiring and developing petroleum 
lands abroad, the State Department 
made this statement with respect to 
India: “American oil companies are 
expressly excluded from doing bus!i- 
ness in Burma by proclamation 
signed by Queen Victoria 
Salisbury, Secretary for India, 
Sept. 24, 1884, and a blanket con- 
ceasion of 99 years was given the 
Burma Oil Co. 4limited), on Aug. 
23. 1885. protecting this company 
from all foreign competition.” 

Asserting that the two documents 
had been cited in a report of the 
Bureau of Mines to the Secretary of 
the Interior in May, 1919, Hughes 
declared that “‘it is hardly necessary 
to say that when used in the man- 
ner above stated, they were bélieved 
to be genuine.” 

Believed They Were Corréct. 

The Secretary of State expressed 
the belief that other statements 
made in the department's report to 
the Senate with reference to restric- 
tions on petroleum development in 
India were “substantially correct.”
